a criminal if there is anything about 
btm that makes it hard fur him t » 
fit in with others. 
To have "got in bad" with par** »t * 
or teachers or to f«*e| disgrm *d be­ 
fore his natural 
playmates 
easily 
drives a b*»y to the companionship of 
other “outlaws,' 
and 
when 
h<* is 
once in such a gang at odd with Hie 
world about it, it is easy for rather 
innocent mischief to lead on to seri­ 
ous Olfenses, as petty thieving may 
Irad to burglary. 
But what gets the child "in bad” 
in the first place? 
A third of Dr. Brown'* crises ha i 
nervous symptom» -th e y were sleep­ 
walkers, overactive, listless or emo­ 
tionally unstable. 
Often there w«> 
a pressure of activity whkh kept 
them wearing themselves out. 
Or 
they were irritable and quarrelsome 
Or they had fear and anxieties, and 
perhaps they stammered. Or possibly 
they had merely been kept from leam- 
; mg how to play with other children, 
or there was something about their 
clothes or their homes or parents that 
i they were usharned of. 
Anything that makes a child a 
laughing stock or a nuisance in a 
school where things have to g«» by 
rule, anything which makes him over 
sensitive, is enough to destroy his 
self-respect; and when that i- g<»ne 
he feels that he may as well be hung 
for a sheep as a lamb, and is glad lu 
be with others as bad as himself, who 
will not despise him. 
The way to treat such delinquents 
is to find and remove the can-« uf *ht* 
original nervousness «*r what v«i it 
may be that makes them se«*ni *v i- 
ferent” and to restore their self re- 
spect - Exchange.

Henry 
Clay declared the conquest of Cana­ 
da could be achieved by the militia 
of Kentucky alone but before the op­ 
erations were fairly start-d the Brit- 
i h burned the city of Washington as 
an alleged reprisal against like vio­ 
lations of the laws ol wrar by Ameri­ 
can forces in the northern provinces. 
In H". 
there occurred the Canadian 
rebellion, with further promises of 
interesting eventualities toward wh.ch 
hte United States was plainly sympa­ 
thetic. 
In 1866 sentiment in Canada again 
r -emed t«. favor union with the United 
States os, in fact, that a bill was in­ 
troduced in Congress authorizing the 
President to proclaim the admission 
of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Low­ 
er Canada Upper Canada, Selkirk and 
Saskatchewan as states and territor­ 
ies, at such time as Great 
Britain 
and the provinces accepted annexa­ 
tion. 
When the British North Ameri­ 
ca act of 1867 proclaimed the prov­ 
inces federally united in one dominion 
under the crown, a memorial was s ;b- 
mitted to the United States Govern­ 
ment by disaffected citizens of Brit­ 
ish Columbia requesting annexation 
and the United States 
Minister in 
London was instructed to urge 
the 
British Government to terminate its 
political 
connection 
with 
Canada 
whenever it appeared that the prov­ 
inces no longer desired it. 
In 1869 
and 187U the cession was again urged 
in settlement of the Alabama claims, 
which ultimtely involved the payment 
by Great Britain of $15,000,000. 
Not only did Great Britain receive 
these proposals in 
good 
part, but 
some of her statesmen even approved 
them. 
Th 
British feeling toward 
Canada in those days was one 
al- 
most of indifference. 
In the last few 
decade- this has changed to one 
of 
fervent attachm ent and pride, partic­ 
ularly in vi w of the magnificient sup­ 
port 
iven to the mother country dur­ 
ing the great war. 
And Canada her­ 
self has outgrown the juvenile gar­ 
ment 
pro ided in the North America 
act. By her insistence her own Minis­ 
ter was permitted to sign the treaty 
of Ver allies, a most significant con­ 
cession ot her growing spirit of in- 1 
dependence.

When rising a gas stove, the broiler, 
if it is the oven burner, can be used 
while the oven is working, suviug gus 
and getting its full value.

cases the oven burners may be turned 
off five to ten minutes before the food 
is to be removed. 
When cooking on the top of the gas 
range the burners should not be light­ 
ed until the dish to be cooked is al­ 
ready placed, and the g as should be 
turned out before removing the dish 
after cooking.

Th* Department of Agriculture is 
t tviviiift numerous inquiries from all

curtailment or discontinuance of vari* 
on« lines of work on account of re­ 
duced appropriations.

id the action that is necessarily heing 
taken by the department to bring its 
* xpenditurex m xl year within 
the

set by Congress. 
In all these 
carpi' the department is urged 
to 
make some arrangement for the con­ 
tinuation of th« particular lines 
of 
work involved. 
In reply to these in­ 
quiries, and in order to make clear 
that man> varied and widely distri- 
i ited projects 
and 
activities 
«re 
neci "sarily affected by the reduction 
in funds. Edwin T. Meredith. Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture, has summarized 
the situation as follows: 
The agricultural appropriation bill 
for th 
fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 
11*20, as recently passed by Congress, 
carries approximately $6,000,000 lers 
than the estimate made by the de­ 
partment as to its needs, and $2,- 
lh*>,000 less than the amount provid­ 
ed in the appropriation act for 
the 
current fiscal year. 
Although 
the 
effect of reduced funds on the work 
of the department was laid fully be­ 
fore Congress while the bill w a s under 
consideration, this serious reduction 
has been made apparently 
on 
the 
ground of economy. 
I do not believe 
it is real economy, however, because 
it will certainly hamper the depart­ 
ment in its efforts to aid the farm- 
« rs of the country in doing their work 
of fceding and clothing the people, 
and will also handicap the department 
in administering some of the 
im­ 
portant regulatory laws entrusted to 
it for enforcement. 
The projects or 
activities to be curtailed or discon­ 
tinued in so far as the department has

been determined only after a very 
thorough and careful review of the 
whole situation, taking all the fac­ 
tors into consideration.

fit in with others. 
To have “got in ba«i” with parents

drives a boy to the companionship of 
other “outlaws,“ and 
when 
he is 
once in such a gang at odds with the 
world about it, it is easy for rather 
innocent mischief to lead on to seri­ 
ous offenses, as petty thieving may 
lead to burglary. 
But what gets the child "in bad” 
in the first place? 
A third of Dr. Brown's cases had 
nervous symptons -they were sleep­ 
walkers, overactive, listless or emo­ 
tionally unstable. 
O fte n 'th e re was 
a pressure of activity which kept 
them wearing themselves out. 
Or 
they were irritable and quarrelsome. 
Or they had fear and anxieties, and 
perhaps they stammered. Or possibly 
they had merely been kept from learn­ 
ing how to play with other children, 
ur there was something about their 
clothes or their homes or parents that 
they were ashamed of. 
Anything that 
makes a child a 
laughing stock or a nuisance in a 
school where things have t«> g«* by 
rule, anything which makes him over­ 
sensitive, is enough to «iestruy his 
self-respect; and when that is gone 
be feels that he may as well be hung 
for a sheep as a lamb, and is gla«i to 
be with others as bad as himself, who 
will not despise him. 
The way to treat such delinqu*nts 
is to find an«i remove the cause of *he 
original nervousness ur whatever it 
may be that makes them seem “«Li­ 
ferent” and to restore their self re­ 
sp e c t- Exchange.

The Cltsing cf a Chapter. 


The agitaiop for a larger measure 
of self-government, not to say inde­ 
pendence, that has recently become 
vocal in Canada, including a demand 
for direct diplomatic representation at 
Washington appears to mark the close 
of the interesting chapter of diplo­ 
matic incidents looking to the absorp­ 
tion of Canada into our Union. 
The possibility of one great republic 
in North America was seen and pro­ 
vided for as early as 1777, when, by 
Article XI of the Articles of Confeder­ 
ation, it was declared that “Canada, 
acceding to this confederation, 
and 
joining in the measures of the United 
States, shall he admitted into 
and 
entitled to all the advantages of the 
Union. 
Although the United States 
commissioners at the peace of 1783 
sought to detach the colony of Cana- 
cía but they were unsuccessful. 
The War of 1812 furnished occas­ 
ion for the revival of the hope. Henry 
Clay declared the conquest of Cana- 
tía could he achieved by the militia 
of Kentucky alone but before the op­ 
erations were fairly star ted the Brit­ 
ish burned the city of Washipgton as 
an alleged reprisal against like vio­ 
lations of the laws ol w ar by Ameri­ 
can forces in the northern provinces. 
In lv !r there occurred the Canadian 
rebellion, with further promises of 
interesting eventualities toward wh.ch 
lit«* United States was plainly symoa- 
t he tic. 
In 1866 sentiment in Canada again 
seemed to favor union with the United 
States, os, in fací, that a bill was in­ 
troduced in Congress authorizing the 
President to proclaim the admission 
of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Low­ 
er Canada Upper Canada, Selkirk and 
Saskatchewan as states and territor­ 
ies, at such time as Great 
Britain 
and the provinces accepted annexa­ 
tion. 
When the British North Ameri­ 
ca act of 1867 proclaimed the prov­ 
inces federally united in one dominion 
under the crown, a memorial was sub­ 
mitted to the United States Govern­ 
ment by disaffected citizens of Brit­ 
ish Columbia requesting annexation 
and the United States 
Minister in 
London was instructed to urge 
the 
British Government to terminate its 
political 
connection 
with 
Canada 
whenever it appeared that the prov­ 
inces no longer desired it. 
In 1869 
and 1870 th«- cession was again urged 
in settlement of the Alabama claims, 
which ultimtely involved the payment 
by Great Britain of $15,000,000. 
Not only did Great Britain receive 
these proposals in 
good 
part, but 
some of her statesmen even approved 
them. 
The British feeling toward 
Canada in those days was one 
al­ 
most of indifference. 
In th«* last few 
decades this has changed to one 
of 
fervent attachment and pride, partic­ 
ularly in vi w of the magniticient sup­ 
port given to the mother country dur­ 
ing the great war. 
Ami Canada her­ 
self has outgrown the juvenile gar- 
ment 
provided in the North America 
act. 
By her insistence her own Minis­ 
ter was permitted to sign the treaty 
of Versailles, a most significant con­ 
cession ot her growing spirit of in- 
dependence.
